While applicant's arguments are directed to the combination which has not been 
entered, they are also applicable to claim 34 and have been addressed in that regard. 

Regarding applicant's argument that Valle is merely concerned with reinforcing 
the adhesive while applicant's prevents the thermoplastic from seeping through the 
decorative layer, applicant has not claimed such. The fact that applicant has 
recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion 
of the prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would 
otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 
1985). 

Regarding applicant's argument that the fabric of Valle is saturated with resin 
prior to combination with the veneer while applicant's is used in a different process, 
applicant has not claimed that process or that the fabric is not saturated with resin.
